With regard to the Zehr reference, Applicant argues that Zehr does not disclose a rectangular portion and a wedge-shaped portion (page 
6). However, Zehr discloses bars with triangular cross sectional shape. Therefore, Zehr discloses a rectangular portion and a wedge- 
shaped portion as shown below in attached Figure A. 

With regard to the Zehr reference, Applicant also argues that Zehr does not disclose a second reference point being located farther from 
the axis of rotation than the first reference point (page 6). This is not true. See Figure A. If axis, a1 , is chosen, then the second reference 
point further than the first reference point, P1 , is either P2 or P3. If axis, a2, is chosen then the second reference point further than the 
first reference point, P1, is also either P2 or P3.
